During the period covered by this report considerable informa- 
tion has been received by the New York Field Division reflecting that 
the subject continues as Chairman of the Council on African Affairs. 
Informants of this Office have advised of information reflecting that 
ROBESON has during the past several months been engaged professionally 
in concert tours throughout the United States as veil as having made a 
trip under the auspices of the USO to the European Theater. 

Information furnished by these informants also reflects that 
jCne subject has apparently increasingly cOme Under the control Oi MAI 
T TERGAKj Executive Director of the Council on African Affairs, and known 
as a leader in Communist front activities among the Negroes in the 
United States. The informants from time to time have disclosed informa- 
tion reflecting that TERGAN has occupied himself greatly to the extent 
of arranging for appointments for the subject and his appearance before 
numerous meetings sponsored by organizations known as Coir m mist front 
organizations. Further detailed information reflecting these activities 
is being set out hereafter. 

The Daily Worker of May 17, 1945 carried an'artlcle stating 
that the subject was to speak in the South Side of Chicago where he 
was appearing at that time in a performance before a meeting entitled 
■Ban Francisco and planning the Negro f s Future". It is not known to 
the New York Office whether the sponsorship of this meeting was under 
Communist domination* 
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The Daily Worker ©f Way 16$ 1945 anno'snced that the subtest 
was to appear on a program entitled "Salute to the G-I's of the 
United Nations" on May 31, 19 45 which was under the auspices of the 
National Council of American -Soviet Friendship which is known as a 
strong Communist front organization. The Daily Worker of June 1, 194-5 
stated the subject sang Bed Army songs at this meeting which was held ^ 
in Kadi a on Square Garden. 

2nf ormant^^H furnished the New York Field Division with the 
following informatl^^concerning the subject's activities during the 
months of April, Slay, and June of 1945 while be was in Chicago appearing 
at the Erlanger Theater in his play, "Othello", which opened on April 9# 
1945 and closed May 19, 19451 This informant advised that throughout 
the subject »s stay in Chicago during April and May WILLIAM LJ PATTERSON, 
Assistant Director of the Abraham Lincoln School and an alternate member 
of the National Committee of the then Communist political Association, 
handled all the subject's er-ganerrente which had any social or political 
significance. This informant advised that the influence and interest of 
the Communist Political Association was evident in numerous activities 
in which the subject participated and the subject's appearances were 
scheduled obviously with the view in mind of enhancing the prestige of 
the Abraham Lincoln School knoTm in Chicago as Communist dominated. 
The informant also advised that these appearances were usually scheduled 
for the financial benefit of Communist front organizations or groups 
known to contain members or sympathizers of the CPA.

The in- 
formant furnished information reflecting that the purpose of this 
Party was to bring ROBESON together with two Communist Chinese delegates 
to the San Francisco Conference who on July 25, 1945 were is New Tork 
City* According to this informant, these delegates were present at the 
party as well as several persons known to be prominent in communist 
activities among the Negroes in this country* 

The subject returned to the United Stat es on or about 
Septenber 14, 1945. According to Informant ■■pllAX TERGAN, Director 
of the Council on African Affairs, stated tnSTROBESON returned to the 
United States with two convictions, namely, the "continuing spirit of 
Nazi leadership in Europe** and the conviction that the colonial peoples 
of Africa and the Par East "are being subjected to a squeese 1 *. This 
informant advised that the Council on African Affairs subsequent to 
ROB&SON's return became very active in promoting a fund raising meeting, 
the purpose of which was to attempt to raise a large sum of money to 
enable the subject to speak on the radio* 

In the latter part of September a meeting was called of ap- 
proximately fifteen friends of ROBESON for the purpose of meeting with 
him to determine what his observations were# < . „, 

flflHHBF reportedJ||HB that aWeeting was held on ' ■ ■ 
(October ZL, 1945 at the home of FREDERICK vf FIEID, whose wife EDIT H , 
yfTEJJi is known as the treasurer of the Council on African Affairs. - 
'It was the stated purpose of this meeting to raise fifteen to twenty 
thousand dollars for the proposed radio appearance of the subject* 
The informant stated that this meeting was to consist of about 
seventy-five persons who were to donate at least $100 apiece for this 
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cause* The informant learned that YERGAN reported that approximately . 
$6500 to ^7000 was raised. However, subsequent information received 
by the New York Office disclosed that this sum was actually less than 
♦4,000. 

prior to this, Informants fl| and J^f advised that ANDRET^OHDA, 
a known ranking neraber of the ComaS^t Party at Bridgeport, Connecticut 
had placed a request before JOHNhT'WIlLlAlLSON, member of the Secretariat 
of the Communist Party, for assistance in a campaign to help prevent the 
appearance of "Pncle Tom's Cabin", a stage play, in Bridgeport, Connect! 
cut* A request was made through WIUIAISON that the subject issue a 
statement supporting the elimination of the appearance of this play in 
Bridgeport. The informant advised that this matter was referred to MAX 
YERGAN who is reported to have expressed an interest in the matter and a 
willingness to persuade the subject to issue this statement. 

The Daily Worker of September 30, 1945 carried an article 
stating that the subject acted as chairman of more than one thousand 
citizens in the fine arts field who formed an organization known as the 
"Artists, Writers, and Professional Division of the Benjamin J. Davis . 
Non-Partisan Committee". This article stated that these citizens^be- 
lieve with PAUL ROBESON that 'if BEN is reelected that means we 're in 
there'*. This article went on to quote ROBESON as stating "His (BEN 
DAVIS) campaign belongs to the people, to all the people — white and 
Negro, Gentile and Jew, cutting across all boundaries and non-partisan 
poll tics.... Our Ben in the City Council. That means we're in there 

frith the critical postwar issues no longer in the future, but 
confronting us sharply today, Ben is needed more than before.* It 
will be noted that BENJAMIN J. DAVIS is a member of the National Com- > 
mittee of the Communist Party and also has subsequently been elected 
as a member of the New York City Council as a Communist. 

On September 24, 1945 the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee 
in New York sponsored a program which was held at Madison Square Garden 
for the purpose of raising funds for Spanish relief* At this meeting 
an attack was launched on the Catholic Church by HAROLD^LASKI of Great 
Britain. There yalso appeared on this program several actors in the 
New York area vJiose appearance at this meeting Tas severely/criticised . 
by Actor FRAJt^FAY. A controversy thereafter arose in theTACTORS 
EQUITY ASSOCIATION ov er th is matter. HBSTERTjSO'NDERGAARD (phonetic) Is I 
reported by Informant fl^to have requested "mx YERGAN to have ROBESON ' 



send a telegram to Actors Equity criticizing FRANK FAY for filing a 
complaint before that organization against those actors who appeared 
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at the meeting. The informant advised that information reflecting that 
YERGAN, acting on this request and the request of one lir. JAFFEE of 
Actors Equity, discussed the proposed statement with the subject and 
that the subject in his statement to this organization pointed out that 
the franco Government of Spain had been pro-Fascist and was aided by 
Qerw&ny and that the appearance of the actors before the meeting in 
question was not one of a religious issue and that LASKT had nothing to : 
do with the Equity "members • appearance before such meetings which oppose 
Fascism* The informant advised that a statement was prepared by MAI 
TERGAN upon the authority of ROBESON to be sent to Actors Equity in this 
matter. 

Informant advised that a request was made of KAX TERGAN by 
the office of Id CHAEI^QU ILL, then candidate for the City Council from 
the Borough of the Bronx and a known pro-Communist, asking that YERGAN 
obtain a statement from the subject endorsing KCHAEL QUILL for candidate 
for re-election. The informant advised that a statement was submitted — 
to QUILL's office by YERGAT7 allegedly from the subject to the effect that 
ROBESON was pleased to give his full endorsement to his "good friend, 
MICHAEL QUILL", and his campaign* ROBESON in this statement urged his 
people and other citizens of the Bronx to make QUILL their first-choice 
candidate. His endorsement of QUILL characterized QUILL as alert in the 
interests of labor and minorities and "truly a people*s representative". 
QUILL is a known close associate of the Communist Party and is known to 
have followed the Communist Party line in the past. 

The Daily Worker of October 19, 1945 carried an article stating 
that the subject received the Spin gam Medal on the previous night. The 
Spingarn Medal is an annual award made by the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored Peoples to an outstanding American Negro of 
the year. The article stated that the thirtieth award to be made was 
presented by MARSHALL FIELD to the subject at the Hotel Biltmore. The 
newspaper, "P.M.", of the same date stated that the award was for 
ROBESON'S ''distinguished achievements in the theater and on the concert 
stage, as well as his active concern for the rights of the common man 
of every race, color, religion, and nationality B . This article stated 
that the subject pointed out in his speech that the Russians have shown 
what backward peoples can do in one generation. He stated, "Full em- 
ployment there is a fact and not a myth". 

The remainder of the subject's talk consisted of political 
comments including an attack on the "Bevens and Dubinskys who manage 
fantastically in the end to be on the side of the Fascists they say 
they hate". He also called for an alignment on the side of freedom 
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The Daily Barker of October 20, 1945, carried aa article

The Bureau's attention ia directed to the fact that PAUL ROBESON appeared ill balift 
Louis In order to fulfil a singing engagement at the Kiel Auditorium on Friday, 
January 24, 1947, conducted for the benefit of the People's Hospital. 

While in Saint Louis, ROBESON was photographed by various local newspapers carry- 
ing a placard in a picket line in front of the American Theater, a legitimate 
house.' ROBESOK stated that he marched in the line sponsored by the Civil Rights 
Congress of Saint Louis to protest the segregation policy practiced at the theater* 

Additional organisations participating in the picket were: Saint Louis Chapter of 
the National Association for the Advancement of Colored People, The Citizens Coun- 
cil for Democracy, a local Communist Party front, the local chapter of the AID, the 
local chapter of the Civil Rights Congress Committee and the local branch of the 
National Negro Congress, which latter group is controlled completely by the CP.

It is noted that the article in the press concerning the picket carried* state- 
ment to the effect that the actor engaged for that week, namely WALTEKHUSTON, 
met with representatives of the Civil Rights Congress on Friday evening, January 
24, 1947 and expressed himself as in sympathy with the demonstration against Jim 
Crowism. This quotation was obtained not from HUSTON but from representatives of 
the Civil Rights Congress in Saint Louis.

William L. Patterson, according 
to flHM|Hj|Hfl||^^HB^ wbo it is known visited Peoria, Illinois, advised \ 
the other CommunTs^orrTcia^spresent that he saw more guns down there "among our . 
people" than he ever had before and that they expected violence. Alfred wagenknecht 
asked Patterson if some of the boys had guns and Patterson said that everybody bad 
a gun. 

It is not known if Patterson referred to Communist Party members when he 
used the words "among our people," or whether he referred to negroes in Peoria, |

ers en route to the 5 p.m. homeward sub- 
way crush, New York Communists and 
pro-Communist organizations marched in 
their annual show of strength. What The 
Daily Worker heralded as "united labor" 
turned out to be the old itandbys-the 
National Maritime Union, the United 
Electrical Workers, and the Internationa] 
Fur and Leather Workers Union-all CIO 
and Communist-infiltrated. Only a few 
left-wing AFL contingents marched and 
they paid the price— by nightfall, the 
AFL ordered the three leaders who had 
sponsored participation m the paiade 
suspended. 

By far the greatest triumph of the day 
belonged to trie Communist party itself. 
It ordered into the parade about 700 vet- 
erans, in uniform and wearing military 
decorations. They marched m perfect 
ranks chanting: *^Orie-rwo-three-four. We 
don't want another war." 

On placards, banners, and floats, the 
marchers announced where they stood: 

C They were against military use of the 
atomic bomb, imperialism, the Taft- 
Hartley "slave" labor bill. Representatives 
Rankin and J. Panel] Thomas, Senators 
Taft and Bilbo, war talk, Red baiting, 
I. Edgar Hoover. President Truman s 
foreign policy, loans to Greece and 
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*urkey, WaD Street, and the House Un- 
American Activities Committee. 
€T They were for peace, independence 
of Puerto Rico, a Federal theater, the 35- 
hour week, housing, Soviet -American 
friendship, Gerhard Eisler, Henry A. 
Wallace, the Negro ballplayer Jackie 
Robinson, and the return of "one-cent 
bubble gum." 

Communist spokesmen vied with each 
other in trying to cover up an all too 
apparent fact-May Day, 1047, was a Bop 
compared with other years. Blatantly, 
Ben Gold, Communist president of the 
Fur and Leather Workers Union, pro- 
nounced the parade the "best ever. Wil- 
liam Z. Foster, national chairman of the. 
Communist party, added: This peat 
demonstration is but a foretaste of the 
great demonstrations to come." The Daily 
Worker announced that 80,000 had 
marched. The police count: 27,500.

Agriculturally, Aroostook County fa 
Northern Maine could brag about its 
■mocrth-skinned potatoes that make It the 
nation's No. 1 spud producer. Commer- 
cially, it could boast of the astounding 
355 bushels per acre which It converts 
into starch, alcohol, dehydrated potatoes, 
seed potatoes or fertilizer, or fust let* 
rot under the government's price anp- 
port program. BotanicaTfy, the county— 
bigger than Connecticut and Rhode Is- 
land combined— had also been famous 
for its forests of magnificent white pines. 

Militarily, it was another matter. Be- 
cause Aroostook County is the closest 
spot m the United States to Europe, the 
Army Air Forces last week revealed It 
would build a 914.000,000 base there for 
its longest •range' bombers— the six-en- 
rined Consolidated B-36. the Boein* 
B-50. the Northrop B-35 Frying Wm£ 
and Its Jet-powered version, the B-49. 
Their 5,000-mue radhw would put En- 
rope within ate- to seven-hour rang)* of 
the new Aroostook base. 

The chosen site on Aroostook's fog-free 
plateau was 7,200 rolling acres of potato 
and pine .lands outside Limestone Vil- 
lage, only 4 miles from the Canadian 
border and 30 from the wartime air- 
ferry hub at Presque Isle. Because of 
the Immense weight of the new super- 
bombers, the AAF figured It was easier 
to bulk) the niammorh new 10,000-foot 
runway from scratch than to convert 
,Preaque Isle or any other field. 

The AAF planned to break ground 
June 15, as soon as the spring thaws am 
ever. Since Aroostook has a virtually sub- 
arctic chmate. It would take two sum- 
mers, perhaps three, to complete work. 
Only then would the field be ready to

A glTted Negro artist, Paul Robe a on, one of the greates singers 
of our age, come to Peoria* But the people of Peoria were denied the 
right to hear him sing* Paul Robeson is not only a great singer, ho 
is also a fine warm cultured personality* A big nan in body* mind 
and aoul« 

At college, Paul Robeson was an honor student and an All-Amer- 
ioan end on the Rutgers football team* As ainger and actor he has 
had outstanding success on the stage, screen and radio* He is a 
well-traveled man who sings in many languages* Because of his abil- 
ity to si ng the songs and reach the hearts of the common man all over 
the world, he has earned the titles of "Citizen of the World" and 
"Singer of People's Songs". This man has sung in the biggest audit- 
oriums around the globe* He has put his great talents at the service 
of his own people and of the toilers* So he has sung to soldiers 
at the battle front and to workers in their union halls and on the 
picket lines* Perhaps that is why the powers that be would allow 
Paul Robeson no place in Peoria to sing his golden songs, except 
the small living room of a worker's homo* 

WHY? WHY? WHY? 

Citizens of Peoria, we must ask; WHY were we denied the right 
to hear Paul Robeson sing? 

WHY was a great American artist denied civil rights and civil 
courtesy in our city? 

WHO organized the Hitler-like campaign of terrorism against this 
noted representative of the Negro people? 

What vested interests were able to turn our Mayor and other city 
authorities into spineless Jellyfish, using their law enforcement 
powers not to protect Paul Robeson from threats of violence, but to 
collaborate with the lcwless elements who made the threats? 

WHO, behind the scenes, decided that we wero not intelligant

Paul Robeson was engaged to sing at tho Shrine Mosque on Friday, 
April 18, 1947* His concert was arranged by Allen Cannon, part time 
music instructor at Bradley College* It was one of a serios of con- 
certs promoted for the sake of profit and to bring noted singers and 
choruses to Peoria* Previous concerts had received good publicity

of tho insidious use of race projudlce, rod baiting and anti-labor 
propaganda being used to limit the sale of tickets, undertook to pop- 
ularise the ooneort and to gunrangoe its success. We wanted to aeo 
Paul Robeson in the flesh end hoar him sing* 

But the sponsor, admittedly worried about losing his job and ' 
aeoomponied by the wife of a Caterpillar public relations director, 
went to Champaign where they talked Mr* Robeson* a manager into can- 
celling the concert* 

It was also on Tuesday, April 15th, that Oomer Bath, columnist 
for the Peoria Star, wrote his first vicious column attacking Mr. 
Robeson as a Communist or fellow traveler* 

And on the same Tuesday, significantly enough, Milo Nolson, 1st 
Ward Alderman, introducod a resolution to the City Council with tho 
avowed intention of barring Paul Robeson from public appoaranoo in 
Peoria. Alderman Nelson's resolution and prepared remarks usod the 
same smear technique as the above mentioned Star columnist and many 
poople aro wondering WHO wroto the resolution for the 1st Ward Alder- 
man* Without discussion or dobctc tho resolution was railroadod ' 
through* Tho noxt day whon people started to call thoir Aldormon, 
these city fathers began to wonder what had boon put over on them* 

On Wednesday, April 16th, wo who issue this statoment, met to- 
gether as a Citizen's Committed to presorve Civil Liberties and 
Rights in Peoria* Wo recognizod that the unconstitutional means and 
threats of violonco being used to bar Mr. Robeson from publlo appe- 
ar one o must be challenged* Thoro aro few progressive independent • 
thinking poople who havo not boon brandod "rod' 1 at sorao timo or other 
since Hit lor developed this technique to do s troy democracy and bring 
Nazi-fascism to a large part of Europe* Anti-Comnunism using smear 
campaign and lawloss throats of violonco can destroy all our demo- 
cratic rights - and that is fascism* 

After this mooting, throe people wont to Champaign whara Mr* 
Robeson had sung to an ovorf low audionco to tho Univorsi ty of Ill- 
inois campus* They urged him to come to Peoria and help maintain 
domocratio American traditions by fighting for his civil rights* 

All public mooting placos woro barred by insidious pressure* 
Various churches, both Nogro and whito, wore contactod* but bocauso 
of tho hysteria of throats, of race violonco, intimidation and oth3r 
coercive moQsuros, coming from tho City administration, tho ministers 
and officers of those churches wore intimidated and rofuso uso of 
thoir facilities to Robeson* However, wo find that now tho air is 
cleared, the Poorla Ministerial Association at its regular mooting, 
expressed thoir disapproval through a resolution, against tho act- 
ion taken of Robeson eppouring in Eeoria* 

On Thursday, April 17th, 11 mombors of tola committee mot 
with Mayor Triobel, domanding that space in tho City Hall - trad- f 
itionally open to all groups of citizons - be crantod for us to 
welcome Paul i*obeson* The Mayor finally agrood, if concuronoo 
could be secured from a majority of the City Council* When con- 
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tacted, a majority of the same aldorman who had been stampeded at tho 
City Council meeting, reversed themselves in favor of permitting a 
City Hall reception for Mr. Robeson on Friday, the day he had been sch- 
eduled to appear at the Shrine Mosque* 

Tho forces of repression went to work Thursday night and Friday 
morning* Violence against Robeson and the Negro people was threatened* 
Our wavering Mayor, lacking courage to enforce civil rights as he Is 
sworn to do, wont back on his promise to this committee* Could it be 
that tho Mayor agrood with the sentiments of those who expressed in- 
tention of violence? Bo that as it may, instead of enforcing the law 
against those who throatonod violence, ho road tho so-called Riot Act 
against those who woro being threatened with unlawful attack* A moot-' 
ing in City Hall or anywhore else was banned* 

Despite threats of violence, insults and slandor, Paul Robeson 
came to Pooria* Tho peoplo wero denied a plaoo to moot him and hoar 
him sing* Ho was r of used timo on radio station WHBD, tho only Pooria 
radio outlot in the evening* Hundrods of people who hopod he might 
appear at tho City Hall, woro gathorod thcro on Friday night* Thoy 
were given a full exhibition of tho polioo reserves, called out by 
Mayor Triebel - not to uphold the law, but to make sure that the law- 
ful rights of free speech and frco assemblage would not be oxercisod* 

In the living room of Ajoy Martin, a Catorplllar workor now sor- 
vlng as a union official, a fow pooplo wero fortunate enough to moot 
Mr* Roboson* Thcro he sang c eouplo of the 3ong3 which have do light- 
ed great audiences in all the froo parts of the world* Thcro he was 
interviewod by the press* 

Paul Roboson own words are the boat doscription of what ho found 
in Peoriat "I've been all over the world" ho said, "and the only 
times I have soen hysteria roaoh thoso heights was in Spain undor 
Fronco and in Germany under Hitler - this is a sure sign that Fascism 
is around tho corner in our Country"* 

He promisod to return saying "I personally will return again, 
and there will be others too* This most flagrant violation of civil 
rights will not go unchallongod*" 

THIS BLOT MUST BE VJIPSD FROM THE RECORD OF PEORIA. 

We ask all fair-minded citizens to get in touch by phone, letter 
or personal visit - with their alderman and tho Mayor, demanding that

According to the Daily 
People a e World, this appearance waa for tho benefit of the Spanish Refugee 
Appeal of the subject organisation, ROBESON* a appearance in tho Bay area drew 
the usual publicity fro* the Daily People's Sorld and scce publicity from the 
San Francisco ^hronicle and the San Francisco News, the latter two being 
legitimate daily newspaper*. R0B1S0II is quoted In the Chronicle for Septeaber 9» 
1947, as follows: "Spain today should be a danger signal to Americana that 
Fascist philosophy still exists "But there are many forces in the United 
States that feci Franco is not so bad." 

The San Francisco News published ROE^SOK's picture alonr with that of 
AflTON nural painter presently working at the Rincon Post Office in 

San Francisco. R'^FRSGIEfi, has been associated with Communist activities during 
his stay in Son Francisco. The Neva quoted R0I&30K as follows:
